Revenue Cutters Ready. 

Arrangements for the participation of 
the revenue cutters in a Mexican block- 
ade were being perfected today by offi- 
Clals of the Treasury and War depart- 
ments. It was recalled that the ships 
of the customs navy aided in maintain- 
ing an effective blockade of the Cuban 
coast during the Spanish-American War. 
There are now 23 cutters available for 
immediate operations along the Mexi- 
can coasts; seven on the Pacific side 
and sixteen on the Atlantic. Still other 
ships of the service, it was said, could 
de brought into action if necessary. The 
entire force of the revenue cutter serv- 
ice is approximately 1800 officers and 
men. . 

There has been no intimation so far 
as to what part the army is to take in 
carrying out the President's program. 
For months past to all ‘inquirtes as to 
action by the army in Mexico, Sccretary 
Garrison’s invariable reply has deen 
“always ready.“ 

The Quartermaster Corps has been 
looking out on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific sides of the country for trans- 
ports sufficient to convey the army to 
the southward.

Senator Shively insisted the true com- 
plaint was of acts, not assaults on pri- 
vate persons or property, but acts that 
had all the evidence of being meant as 
insults to the United States Govern- 
ment and meant to impeach the power 
and sovereignty. 

“It was a plain, deliberate assault on 
our uniform, on all our navy stands 
for,” said Senator Shively, referring to 
the incident. 

Senator Shively said those who had 
been “clamoring for intervention“ nai 
not thought of the danger to the thou- 
sands of American citizens in Mexico. 

“I say it is a marvel, in view of the 
character of that people, with 60,000 of 
our citizens there, that we have es- 
caped without a greater number of 
casualties,”” he declared.

BRITISH MINISTER

Bighty-seven militia- 
men from Lamar and Walsenburg, or- 
dered out last night by Gen. John 
Chase, reached the scene of conflict 
during the forenoon. 
Private A. Martin, Company A, Den- 
ver, and Louis Trikas, Greek strike 
leader, are among the known dead. 
The Ludlow tent colony presented a 
scene of death and desolation today, 
only four or five of the tents remaining 
standing. Soldiers declare that quanti- 
ties of ammunition were exploded by 
the blaze that swept the tent colony 
during the night. 
An unidentified man, driving a horse 
attached to a light buggy, dashed from 
the tents, waving a white flag, just 
after the fire started. When ordered to

The fight yesterday centered about the 
big trestle of the Colorado & Southeast- 
ern Railroad. ‘Throughout the day and 
intermittently during the night the fight- 
ing raged over an area of approximate- 
ly three square mites.

i PAGEANT i — 
IN NEXT 10 DAYS 


Only $34,723 Cash Received 
at Headquarters and $125,000 
Must Be Raised. 


With the Pageant and Masque of St. 
Louls only five weeks away, more thar 
$85,000 of the $125,000 needed for the pro- 
duction is still to be raised. 


The subscriptions thus far amount to 
$39,921, and the money paid in at Pageant 
headquarters is $34,723.04. Assuming that 
all the subscriptions are good, the man- 
agement has in sight only 32 per cent of 
the amount needed. 

John H, Gundlach, chairman * the 
Executive Committee, declared, Tues 
day, that there was urgent necessity for 
raising, in the next 10 days, most of the 
$85,000 still lacking. 

“There can be no thought of failure,“ 
he said. “There must not be another 
fiasco like the free bridge to discredi* 
St. Louls in the eyes of the world. The 
Pageant must be given, and I am con- 
fident St. Louis citizens, when they real- 
ize the need and the importance of the 
undertaking, will make up the amount 
lacking. 

Basiness Men Subscribe. 

“Most of the money thus far sub- 
scribed hag come from business men. 
Their subscriptions were made with full 
knowledge that the Pageant was not 
primarily for advertising or business 
purposes, and that bringing people here 
to trade fer a few days was not its chie 
object. Some of the lines of business 
which have given most readily are those 
which would not make any immediate- 
profit from the presence of strangers 
here. They have given because they felt 
the Pageant would benefit the whole 
community, would arouse civic spirit 
and would make St. Louis a greater 
city and a better place to live in. 

“If 2 cents were given by, or for, 
every resident of St. Louis, the fund 
would be over-subscribed. I would ratu- 
er see $1000 come in in quarters and 
halves from the people than a check 
for $3000 from some rich individual or 
large business house.“ 

The cost of the production is figured 
at $125,000, of which $105,000 is actual 
producing expense. This includes $20,000 
for the stage, the cost of erecting the 
46,000 seats on the slope of Art Hiil, 
the making of the 7500 costumes, the 
cost of erecting dressing tents, the pay 
of the 100 musicians and the compen- 
sation of the Pageant masters. No actor 
or singer is to be paid. 

The other $20,000 is required for ad- 
ministration expenses—printing, postage, 
clerk hire, advertising and office main- 
tenance. Nearly all the expense, in 
both classes, comes in advance of the 
performance. 

The committees in charge have worked 
diligently, the cast has been nearly filled, 
and the artistic success of the produc- 
tion is considered assured. 

The latest large subscription received 
was $2500 from the United Railways Co. 
The wholesale fur interests subscribed 
its allotted $1000, the larger firms in- 
creasing their original subscriptions in 
order to avoid any deficiency in the 
total. All the commission firms handling 
furs were represented in the list.

A STRONG COMEDY 
STRONGLY PLAYED} 


Elsie Ferguson Excellent in Title 
Role and Well Supported by 
Admirable Company.

HB completed story of “The Strange 
Woman,“ in which Elsie Ferguson 
began a week's engagement at the 


Olympic Theater on Monday evening,’ 


is one of vivid contrast between the 
“advanced thought” of a very modern 
and cosmopolitan young widow and the 
small-town society of her fiance’s boy- 
hood home in Iowa, with an old-fash- 
ioned mother winning the final victory 
and bringing out the inherent goodness 
of her son’s betrothed bride. 

In my New York review of this Wil- 
Ham Hurlbut comedy’s premiere pro- 
duction at the Lyceum Theater in the 
metropolis last November, I told the 
Post-Dispatch’s readers of the one peril 
of sympathy-destruction attaching to 
the play’s development. 

The peril in question is confronted 
when Inez de Pierrefond, the title-role 
figure played by Miss Ferguson, an- 


nounces that she purposes to become the 


life-mate of John Hemingway without 
benefit of clergy,’ her earlier experi- 
ence as a wife having filled her frank 
soul with mistaken scorn of the sacra- 
ment of marriage. 

This is a quite serious peril for a con- 
siderable time during the play’s prog 
ress. 

Happily, however, as also I pointed 
out in my New York review, the repel- 
lant atmosphere thus temporarily cre- 
ated is dispelled at the last by Inez de 
Pierrefond’s surrender to the goodness 
of John Hemingway’s old-fashioned 
mother and her acceptance of the lat- 
ter’s sound estimate of consecrated wed- 
lock as the holiest and most sacredly 
binding of life’s ties. 

With the arrival of this moment—and 

it is reached in a very touching scene, 
findeed—the play is redeemed and its 
final teaching made consistent with the 
best ideals of a humanity that is fully 
safeguarded only when the home and 
the institution of marriage properly are 
respected. 
- Playwright Hurlbut has drawn a very 
lovable and appealing character in Inez 
de Pierrefond, New Orleans born and 
Parisian bred, and Miss Ferguson plays 
the part with delightful delicacy and 
appreciation of its best possibilities. 

The remaining characters of the cast, 
with the exception of sturdy and loyal 
John Hemingway, finely presented Dy 
Charles D. Waldron, and his dear old 
mother, excellently drawn by Sara von 
Leer, are keen and relentless satires of 
certain Pharisees and hypocrites often 
found more radically emphasized in 
small and narrow communities than in 
big cities. 

These characters, each a distinct type, 
are strikingly pictured by the unusually

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THE POLL-PARROT AS WITNESS. 

An owl on the bench and a pair of jackdaws 
trying the case as attorneys’are a familiar spec- 
tacle as old as law courts, but it has remained 
for New York’s novel and progressive judicature 
actually to evolve the parrot as a witness.

But 
alas! one day he flew the coop, or apartment, 
and Emma mourned him as gone fore’er—till 
she happened in a bird emporium one sweet morn 
and a fond, familiar voice saluted, “Wie gehts, 
Emma?“ ¢ 

In the cause celebre on trix today, Plaintiff 
Emma would replevy her alleged Bismarck, alias 
Sissessocz, from the defendant bird seller, who 
answers that it is a case of mistaken identity; 
that the parrot in issue is of respectable Irish 
antecedents and is named O’Brien; that O’Brien 
knows no Polish and only a phrase or two of 
German; that “Wie gehts, Emma?” was a lapsus 
linguae, an accidental pleasantry which he might 
have addressed to any customer; and that O’Brien 
himself will be put on the witness stand to re- 
pudiate and spurn the doting Emma. 

A dramatic and tearful scene is in store for 
the packed courtroom. The emotional opportu- 
nity would inspire a Bernhardt. And how vital and 
tense would be the element of conflict, the thrill- 
ing intellectual sword-play and spectacular bat- 
tle of wits with the parrot subjected to the merci- 
less cross-@xamination of, say, a William Travers 
Jerome—would not the greatest lawyer who ever, 
single-handed, routed a performing band of 
trained liars find in a parrot a perjurer worthy of 
his steel? 

But the unique feature which must attract the 
curiosity of students of jurisprudence the world 
over is the fact itself of a parrot qualifying gs a 
witness. What a pity the immortal Greenleaf 
couldn’t have lived to rewrite his “Evidence” 
with an included chapter on the competency and 
credibility of parrots! 

If New York's precedent stands and parrots are 
commonly accepted as sensible of the obligations 
of an oath, apart from their knowledge of swear- 
ing (and surely a parrot ought to make a more 
responsible witness than a consctenceless dicto- 
graph which is immune from ‘cross-examination), 
then we shall probably see boards of directors 
and even heads of great corporations composed 
of these verdant, and versatile birds. Parrots 
trained to say “I don’t remember,” or “I refuse 
te answer on advice of counsel,” would be in de- 
mand for railroad hearings, bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, bills for accounting and a variety of civil 
and criminal cases, including proceedipgs under 
both clauses of the Sherman act. Threats of jail- 
ing for contempt would not move à parrot, ac- 
customed as he is to a cage. If parrots could be 
permitted, also, to make income tax returns they 
would be indispensable to every well-regulated 
family.

Washington Orders Missouri 
Militia Commander to Study

The first orders to the National.Guard 
of Missouri from the War onic Guard 
at Washington, since the present Méxi- 
can crisis ‘arose, were received. at. the 
Adjutant-General’s office In Jéffers4 
City, Tuesday, according to a dispatch. : 
The order directed “Adjutant-General 
O’Meara to familiarize himself with the 
mobilization instructions of the War De. 
partment. 

The Adjutant-General had anticipated 
the order by preparing thorough plans 
for the immediate sending of Missouri 
volunteers to the front whenever an 
order from the War Department may be 
received. He has notified the depart- 
ment that he can start. 3500 men on 
trains on % hours’ notice. Supply an‘ 
transportation arrangements have been 
perfected, so that it is believed no delay 
would occur in the starting of the six 
regiments and two batteries. 

Offers to Raise Companies. 

The members of the National Guar i! 
of Missouri are sworn to serve for de- 
fense of the United States in case of 
invasion of this country, but they are 
not required by their oaths to leave 
American soil. At the time of the 
Spanish-American War, in 189%, the 
guardsmen were sworn in by wholesale 
as United States volunteers, very few 
uvailing themselves of the privilege ‘of 
remaining behind. 

Offers to raise volunteer companies, 
in addition to the existing regiments, | 
have been received by Gov. Major from 
eeveral persons in different parts of the 
State. Among those making such offers 
are John M. Lund, former Second-Lieu- 
tenant of Company H, St. Louis: W. R. 
Doss of Plattin, Jefferson County; H. 
P. Spencer, of Dixon, Pulaski County, 
and W. R. Tainter of Linn, Osago 
County. 

Lambert Offern Aero Corps. 

Albert Bond Lambert, wealthy St. 
Louis aviator, and organizer of the 
aviation reserve corps, has sent tele- 
grams to Secretary of War Garrison 
and Secretary of the Navy Daniels;

Coroner eee an Increase for 
Motor Vehicles, Decrease 
of 19 for Railways. 


St. Louis street cars during the year 
did not kill as many persons as in the 
previous year, according to the annual 
report of Coroner Padberg, submitted 
Tuesday to Mayor Kiel. Automobile 
fatatities increased. 

The law making it a felony to carry u 
concealed weapon has made a reduction 
of only two in the number of murders 
in 12 months. The number this year was 
9. Last year it was 98% The number 
who killed themselves was 242. The tota! 
number of accidental deaths was 487. 

The report is for the fiscal year end- 
ing April 1 and the comparisons. 

Neerease in Acid Deaths. 

In a letter accompanying the report 
Coroner Padberg calls attention to a 
decrease in the number. of carbolic acid 
deaths from 129 to 90. whivh he attributes 
to publicity, He expresses the hope 
that the Legislature will enact a more 
satisfactory poison law. There was an 
increase of bichloride of mercury cases, 
however, from 4 to 12. - 

The decrease of street car fatalities 
was from & to 3. This is attributed to 
the near-crossing stops. It is suggested 
that motormen sound their gongs more 
vigorously at street crossings and fur- 
ther reduce fatalities. 

Automobile fatalities are declared to 
be partly due to reckless driving. It is 
urged that the practice if permitting 
boys to drive automobiles should be 
stopped. 3 

The starting of fires with gasoline or 
cecal oil and leaving matches, firearms 
or poison within the reach of the young 
is condemned. The strict enforcement 
of the law against carrying concealed 
weapons is urged. 

181 Suicides Were Married. 

Ot the suicides, 131 persons were mar- 
ried, 73 single, 23 widows and five I- 
vorced. One hundred and eighty-four 
were men and 58 women. Sixty-five were 
between the ages of 20 and 30, and 99 
between 30 and 40. 

Of the homicides, 66 were committed 
with a revolver or similar weapon.
